* A striking feature of Quincy’s growth may be tena in 
the number of tracts of land which each year are cut up into 
house lots, private ways laid out in them, and ‘the land rapid- 
ly built upen. The houses are in. nearly every instance at- 
tractive and ‘of a desirable kind. Development of this char- 
acter shauld be encouraged. It adds materially to the perma- 
nent, taxable assets of the City. When such private streets 
are laid out in accordance with the City Ordinance, and built 
upon to a reasonable extent, I believe they should be accepted 
as fast as the City’s financial condition will warrant. 

WATER DEPARTMENT.

For some time, in light of the number of gallons of met- 
ropolitan water annually charged to it, there has been a grow- 
ing conviction that the City has not been receiving the 
proper return from this department. I believe there is ogea- 
sion for such a feeling, and in part at least it may be attribu- 
ted to two causes, waste in tlie use of water by water takers 
whose services are not metered, and loss of water through 
faulty mains. So far as possible all water services should be 
metered. The water tax should then be equitably and justly 
distributed, and the rates probably readjusted. In this con- 
nection, all public buildings should be metered, not for the 
purpose of charging the department to whieh they belong with 
the cost of water used, but for comparison and investigation 
to see if, water is being watsed at either of them, and if so, to 
have the waste stopped. 

The Commissioner of Public Works in a recent report to 
the City Council stated there was a steady loss of water on 
account of leakyymains. This waste should be stopped with- 
out delay. It is not a difficult matter to learn by proper in- 
vestigation where the waste is taking place, and when defect- 
ive mains are found, they should be removed at once, and fe- 
placed by new ones. 

I believ this department in particular needs careful study 
and consideration, and I shall give it the same without unnec- 
essary delay. 
®.. The legislature of 1911 authorized the City to borrow 
$200,000, outside the debt limit for the purpose of extending 
its water service and installing meters, of this sum $30,000 
has already been appropriated and therefore there is now 
$170,000 available under said act for such purposes. 

SEWERS. 

The public sewer mains should as .rapidly as ‘possible be 
extended to all sections of the City, so that-all houses may be 
connected therewith. ‘ 

The demands for such extension of the mains is constant- 
ly increasing. Many applications are now on file’ in the sewer 
office.. The department should as soon as possible be put in 
a position to meet these demands. , 

Of the $200,000 authorized to be borrowed: outside the 
debt limit by Chapter 57 of 1911, for the purpose of extending 
our system of sewerage, $30,000 has already been expended, 
leaving a balance of $170,000 to be used as the Council may 
authorize.

PUBLIC PARKS, PLAYGROUNDS AND SHADE TREES. 


Today thinking people are beginning to realize the eco- 
nomic value to the State of physfcally well developed‘men and 
women. : ‘ 

In furtherance of that idea, associations, are springing 
up throughout the country for the express purpose of edu- 
cating the people to the necessity of acquiring and equipping 
public play grounds for the youth of the community. | 

Laws to aid and assist the movement have been adopted 
by this Commonwealth. : 

Quincy has already done much in this direction, but the 
work is by no means finished. There remains more to be 
done. Additional play grounds and places ‘of: recreation 
should be established throughout the City. In lo¢ating them, 
to much regard should not be had fer mere ‘ward. lines. 
Wherey er there is now,-or in the future likely to be, a thickly 
settled residential district, land should be purchased ‘and ‘ded- 
icated to the tise of the children of that neighborhood. 

-Viewed from the mére physical standpoint, there is ‘\dan- 
ger today in ¢omipellirig the children to seek the public high- 
ways as a place in which to play... The modern methods of 
rapid travel makes it at times a positive menace to the life of 
the child, but from another and higher standpoint, there is 
danger and menace to the young of our City in so doitig. 

The children of every section of the City should ‘have 
near their homes some public field as a place for recréation. 
where, under the immediate care of their elders, -or when the 
City can afford, the instruction of some trained supervisor, 
love for healthy out-door pastime and athletic exer¢éise thay 
early be inculeated in theix minds. ; mes 

The economic value to the community of the training 
the children would receive undér such circumstances can be 
readily appreciated. In our homes, churches:and schools, our 
children are receiving moral and intellectual ttaining to equip 
them for, the battle of life. Let ‘ts, as a’ City, do our part to 
make of them physically, healthy and well devéloped members 
of sdéciety for that issue. 

It seems to me that now is the time ‘purchase such -ree- 
reation places before all vacant lands in or near the residential 
section of the City are+built upon, I recommend that study 
be given to this subject, and as far as the financial condition

‘Fur many ‘years through the courtesy of the owners, the 
children ‘of the City have enjoyed the privilege of skatigg on 
Butler’s pond. This body of Water is Situated in quite a 
thickly settled portion of Ward 1, and if owned by the City 
could by the expenditure of a small sum of money, be made 
into’a beauty spot in summer, and in winter it woulfl be an 
excellent municipal skating pond. I reconimend, if this prop- 
erty can be purchased for a reasonable price, that “it be ac- 
quired by the City. 

The City should annually take measures to encourage the 
planting of ‘shade trees aldng our public highways, and this 
matter should receive proper attention when new streets are 
being built or laid out. 

In the different sections of the City, local amprovement 


‘associations should be encouraged, not only to plant. shade 


trees ‘along our streets and in ‘public places, ‘but to care for 
them during their early years. Such associations may by 
co-operation with the City authorities, do much not only 
along the lines suggested, but by installing a spirit of local 
civie pride, would do much to help beautify our ‘Gity, ‘and re- 
move ‘nigny not ‘only unsightly and disfiguring local ‘condi- 
tidns, but séthe which are ‘positively unsanitary and unhygi- 
enic, , 

The City Council may, if it gives proper attention to this 
matter, either by having some one of its committees old pub- 


‘lic ‘nieetitigs in the different wards, or ‘otherwise atotise pub- 
lic interest in these subjects, and foster the growth and devel- 


opnients of some such movement. 
I recommend these matters to your careful consideratior?. 


SCHOOLS. 


Living in a country peopled ‘by representatives of all 
races ‘and ‘utider a form’ of government one of ‘whose basic 
principles is popular and almost unlimited suffrage, otr lope 
for the stability and perpetuity of our institutions must be 
found in the moral enlightenment and education of the ‘peo- 
ple. 

In the spread of popular education, Quincy in the future 
as in the past, must do its share. | The publie schools of Quin- 
ey for years have enjoyed an enviable reputation for excel- 
lence, and we are justly proud of their high’ standard. 

The amount of money annually appropriated ‘in support 
of our schools, when compared with the other items of the 
budget, to some may seem disproportionately large, but, 
judged by the results obtained, there is no expenditure of the 
tax payers’ money which brings a greater return or confers 


‘a more lasting benefit. 


Let us this year provide a proper appropriation for the 
schools, and so do our part towards maintaining their stand- 
ard that they may, if possible, rank second to none in the 
Commonwealth. 

I reeommend ‘that the Council make provisions for a new 
schoolhouse for the westerly section of Ward 2, and also a new 
one for the Adams School District of Ward 3. 


: » BOARD OF HEALTH. 


In a City of the importance of Quincy, with its large cos- 
mopolitan population, covering an area ‘of 16°7-10 miles, and 


‘having diversified industries, the work of the Board of Health 


is intimately assodiated with the comfort and health of the 
people. 

The policy of the Commonwealth in recent years has 
been to enlarge the powers and correspondingly increase the 
responsibility of this Board. The City recognizing this fact, 
has recently increased the salary of the Chairman of. the 
Board. In the future, he will be required to devote more time 
to the affairs of his office. Ss 

With much of the work of this department, it being lo- 
eal in its character, although not so in its effect, the public 
does not actively interest itself, but with the discharge of cer- 
tain of its functions, such as the care of cesspools, and the 
charge therefor, the collection of garbage and ashes, the peo- 
ple of all sections of the City are vitally eorcerned, and prop- 


“erly ‘so. 


There does not seem to me to be any valid reason why this 
work cannot be done in a manner which will meet with the 
approbation of the public. 

I believe that the operative force should be: reorganized 
and an experienced and competent foreman appointed, ‘who, 
under the direction of the Board, should have general charge 
of the cleaning out of cesspools and the collection of garbage 
If this policy is adopted, I believe the work ean be 
done efficiently and economically, and without any friction 
between the department and the public, and in’such a man- 
ner as to give general satisfaction. * 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


The Tecent action of the City in extending the provision 
of the civil service lay to the office of Chief of Police, should, 
in my opinion, materially improve the discipline of the force, 
and thereby ‘increase its effectiveness. 

The police force should be maintained Art such numeéri¢al 
strength as to afford full and complete police protection both 
day ‘and night’to all ‘sections of the City. 

There are but few expenditures of public money which 
means more to the citizens than that expended in maintaining 
an active, well disciplined and intelligent police force. 

‘Efficiency in this department should receive the ‘same 
recognitionjas in the-other branches of the public service, and 
on thé other hand, any negligence in the discharge of his duty 
by a member of the force should be dealt with summarily. 

I shall give the rules and regulations governing this de- 
partment, as well as the manner in which it discharges the 
public duties devolving on it, my earnest and careful consid- 
eration. 

There is no reason why we should not have in Quiney as 
efficient and eompetent a police force as any city ‘in the Com- 
monwealth. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. . 


The effective suppression of fires requires not only that 


the apparatus should arrive ‘at the scene of the conflagration’ 


as soon as possible ‘after the‘alarm is given, but when it gets 
there, a sufficient number of trained and experienced men 
should be available to at once deal intelligently with the ‘fire. 
To that end I believe there should’be assigned to each fire sta- 


tion‘a ‘number of permanent men’so that when the apparatus 
leaves thé station it may be accompaneid by a proper number 
of permanent men belonging to the force. I therefore, ‘not- 
withstanding the recent increase authorized by the Council of 
1911, recommbnd dnd ‘urge that’at least six permanent men 
be eased to ‘the foree. , 

If the Council adopts this recommendation, it may prop- 
erly think it unnecessary to maintain the present number of 
call men. 

T believe it will materiilly’ assist the work of ‘this Hlepiirt- 
ment if’all the wires of the public service corporations ' are 
placed underground, and I suggest that legislation to that 
end be adopted. 

I believe that the Chief of the Fire ‘Department should 
have an office at the Cetitral Fire Station, and unless else- 
where in the pérférmancée of the duties of his -office, should 
be there during each day.

POOR DEPARTMENT. Ss, 


eee er 2 2 ‘ o ra t Fr. .: 
‘As the City increases in population, so inevitably will 
the demands on this department annually increase. 
The worthy wnfortunates who in their struggle against 


adversity, are compelled to seek aid from the City, should re- 


ceive our assistance promptly. 

Quincy is fortunate in having several well-organized 
charitable ‘associations. ‘These organizations* ‘are dving “a 
#reat ‘amotint of ood work'‘aldng their chosen lines. 

The charitable, self-sacrificing spirit, which prompts the 
ladies and gentlémen corinected with these organizations to de- 
vote so much of their time and money to the great cause of 
charity, merits and should receive our public commendation. 
Mutual co-operation between these organizations and the Poor 
Department in relieving fhe poor should be fostered ‘and ‘en- 
couraged. 

The Council should make such an appropriation for ‘this 
Department as will enable it to meet the demands which may 
be made upon it during the coming ‘year. ; 

NO«LICENSE. ™ 

Quincy is distinctively a no-licénse city, and such, T trust, 
it will always remain. 

As a‘means to that érid, all the laws against the illegal 
sale and transportation of intoxicating liquor should be strict- 
ly and impartially enforced. So long as I'am Mayor, ‘no indi- 
vidual 6r association shall be above the law. 

Our police force shquld be able to cope with and prompt- 
ly suppress any violation of the liquor laws, and I shall hold 
them to the full performance of their duty in that respect. 
Any citizen having knowledge of any violation of these laws 
will be doing a publie duty in making the same known to the 
Mayor, or Chief of Police, and will thereby be co-operating 
in upholding the law and enforcing the will of the people. 

WATER FRONT. 

Quiney’s water front with its great commercial advan- 
tages should be developed as soon as practicable. 

Public landings and a.public wharf or dock large enough 
to accommodate the needs of our growing industries should 
be built at an early date. 

In loéating this Work, regard should be had to the feasi- 
bility of making proper railroad connections with it. 

I regard this matter of such great importance that I be- 
lieve the different business organizations should be invited not 
only to give us the benefit of their judgment concerning the 
same, but also the assistance of their co-operation. 

NEW INDUSTRIES. 

Quincy’s advantages as a manufacturing center should 
be properly adyertised, and if this is done, I believe many new 
industries may be induced to loeate here. I suggest that a eom- 
mittee of the Council be appointed to co-operate with the 
Board of Trade in this mater. 

: TAXES. , 

I am strongly impressed with the view that a more 
thorough method may be adopted for determining the amount 
of taxes each taxable person of the City should pay. The 
small property owner, with his home and little lot of land, in 
plain view of the assessors, pays to-its full value on all his tax- 
able property, but can that be said with equal truth of the 
man, who owns little or no real estate, but is enjoying a good 
income and some times is conducting a suceessful-and very 
often.a large business in Quincy, Boston or elsewhere. 

Simple justice demands that each should pay his just 
share of taxes aecording to the amount of taxable property 
he may own. 

I shall take this matter up with the Board of Assessors, 
and give to it the best thought-and study of whichiI am c¢a- 
pable. 

HOUGHS NECK. ’ 

‘Certain residents of Houghs. Neck have petitioned the 
Legislature of 1912 to se parate Houghs Neck, Germantown, 
Post Island and a portion of the Adams Shore District from 
the City of Quiney, and to create'a new town in that territory. 

While I do not recognize that there is any merit in the 
petition, or any probability of the Legislature granting it, 
nevertheless, it should be opposed. I recommend that~ the 
Council appoint a committee to act with the Executive in pro- 
tecting the City’s interest in this matter. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

I wish, at this time, to express to the citizens of Quincey 
my sincere thanks for the h§nor they have conferred upon me, 
by electing me Mayor of the City, and to pledge myself to 
carry out to the best of my ability the duties ineumbent upon 
that ‘office. 

Quincey is one of the oldest communities in the United 
States; her fame is world wide. To her great granite indus- 
try has been added ‘one of the largest ship building plants 
in the world; besides many other manufacturing plants. 

We should foster desirable industries of all’ kinds, and do 
all in our ‘power to induce such ‘industries to locate within our 
borders. : 

In conclusion, Gentlemen, the labors which devolve on 
us jointly ean with concerted effort, as far as our finaneés will 
permit, be solved.

Some Ways of Using Kidneys. 

Kidney Saute With Sauce.—Take six 
lamb kidneys, clean and split, put into 
a frying pan with three tablespoonfuls 
of butter, a teaspoonful of Worcester- 
shire sauce, a little onion juice, salt 
and a dash of cayenne. Drop the kid- 
neys into the pan, thicken the gravy 
with browned flour, wet with a little 
cold water and serve. 

Baked Kidney.—Take half a pound 
of beef kidney ad cut into pieces. 
Place in a pan with a little gravy and 
stew for an hour. Wheu cold stir half 
a dessertspoonful of dry mustard into 
a spoonful of flour. Add cayenne pep- 
per and salt. Place the kidney in an 
oven. Add a piece of butter and cook 
until the meat is well done. The kid- 
ney should be tender, with a little thick 
gravy sticking to it. 

Stewed Kidney. 

Kidney Ragout.—Prepared as a stew 
kidney is most easily digested. Take 
a good beef kidney and cut up about 
half a ‘pound into smal! pieces and dip 
in flour. Season with pepper, salt and 
a little nutmeg. Put this into a paper 
cooking bag with a finely minced onion 


| and a teacupful of brown stock thick- 


ened with flour. Cook for forty min- 
utes. Serve on a hot dish with squares 
of toast round and a little chopped 
parsley over. 

Savory Kidney.—Take a kidney and 
cut it in half. Remove the fat and all 
stringy parts. Then eut into dice. 
Place a frying pan on the stove and 
when it is heated drop into it three 
tablespoonfuls of butter. Add to the 
butter a chopped onion and the kidney. 
Let it cook, stirring all the time, over 
u- good fire for about three minutes. 
Season with salf and pepper, a couple 
of tablespoonfuls of stock and enough 
flour to thicken. In about a minute it 
is ready to serve,

The rising cost of living is no mere- 
ly American subject. The Germans 
jare worried about it: Their govern- 
ment recently studied the accounts 
books of 960 of their families. They 
found that the “average family is 
|spending $9.99 more than it earned 
in a year. 

Atthe same time the increased cost 
of living seems to pinch much more 
sharply here than abroad. One can 
|see that by looking at a magazine in- 
dex.

A leading dressmaker wondered | 
! why it was that women refused the 
| blouse with the V-shaped line in front 
and the long, small sleeve that cov-

While this'fact is discouraging to 
the buyers who brought from Paris 
the new thing in blouses, it is not 


Paris. The Americans are apt to say 
that they are six months behind 


,; Europe, ‘but the real truth is that they 
| need not be behind at all if they would 


only take the word of the buyers 


| when they return from Europe. 


. They are slow to make changes, and 
for this they are to be commended, 
but they should not put the blame of 
| their backwardness on the dressmak- 
ers and the buyers. This case of the 
V-shaped, long-sleeved ‘blouse is a 
good one*as an example. 


The first thing I noticed in Paris 


| during dressmakers’ week was that 


the separate waist had undergone a 
revolution. The comfortable kimono 
blouse, with its transparent shoulders 
and sleeves and its round. neck, had 
given way toa blouse of satin or 
lace or chiffon that had sleeves, a high 
collar, a V-shaped opening from neck 
to waist, which was outlined with 
revers and filled in with transparent 
net or thin batiste and ornamented 
with a fine frill. ‘ 

Not only did Paquin, Drecoll, 
Worth, and Beer show these blouses, 
‘but one found them at the shops, es- 
the

True, handsome kimono blouses

The shops told the same _ story. 
While they can still%maintain a high 
price for kimono blouses, they can get 
almost nothing for the new ones. 
Whether women disregard it because 
they are incredulous of its bé@ing in 
style or whether they are so attached 
to the kimono that they do not intend 


| to give it up is a problem that cannot 


be solved. 

The fact is that we will wait until 
January or February before wearing 
them, and will scold ‘puyers for not 
having brought back these waists in 
September. The buyers can only ex- 
onerate themselves ‘by referring to the 
past, and even then the public will 
tell them that they did not emphasize 
the new blouse enough ‘to gain 
proval for it? 

Unless a woman is so attached to 
the kimono blouse that she does not 
intend to give it up, she should take 
up the new idea at once, and have the 
pleasure of saying that she knew 
what was what in the beginning. It 
is not necessary that she should dis- 
card chiffon cloth, although the 
French dressmakers are becoming 
tired of it. It is a lovely material and 
Weais better than most people know. 

If she prefers marquisette or satth 
they are easy to get in any color. 
Whenever she uses a_ transparent 
fabric she should use thin lace with 
a bold design underneath it. There is

Bookwalter ~ Says He. Knew 


About It Two Years Ago 


PETTING SLOSE TO -GOMPERS 


| Ex-Mayor of Indianapolis Told Near 
Associates of, Head of American 
Federation of Labor That Secretary- 
Treasurer of Iron Workers’ Union 
Was Responsible For Series of Ex- 
plosions—Burns Detectives at Work 


Indianapolis, Jan. 4.—National la- 
bor officials affiliated with Samuel 
Gompers and the American Federation 
of Labor were informed two years ago 
by*Charles A. Bookwalter, who, as 
mayor at that time, 


Namara had directed a series of dyna- 
mite explosions. 

This was made known by Bookwal- 
ter when he wag informed that the 
government’s investigation here em- 
braced an inquiry into the circum- 
stances of the four explosions direct- 
ed against Albert Von Spreckelsen, 
a general contractor, on account of 
labor troubles. 

Bookwalter declared that he ex- 
pected to be subpoenaed by the fed- 
eral grand jury, which resumed its 
session yesterday. He said he would 
bare all the details of the municipal 
investigation that satisfied him that 
John J. McNamara, as_ secretary- 
treasurer of the International Associa- 
tion of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers, was the conspiring execu- 
tive who caused the expiosions in this 
vicinity. 

Bookwalter even said that he, him- 
self, had told John J. McNamara of 
the strong suspicions against him and 
that in his conversations with a score 
of labor leaders he had placed the re- 
sponsibility upon the iron workers’ 
union. 

“We were on a street car together 
one day shortly after the Von Spreck- 
elsen explosion * in October, 1909,” 
said Bookwalter, “when John J., 
whom I knew well? asked me in a

| Great Decline Shown In Maine Ship-

WHEEL ‘PROBLEMS. 


Does the Edge of the Wheel Revolve 
Around the Axle? : 

“The wheel that turns under the 
locomotive or the car bas a long and 
queer history,” says a writer in the 
Railroad Man’s Magazine, “but the/ 
mystery is still with us and whirls its 
hundred question marks before our 
eyes every minute of the day. 

“Of course every one believes that 


| the edge of the wheel goes around the 


axle. But does it? Take the end of 
any spoke near the tire or any part of 
the tire and on a still, windless night 
fasten a candle to it; then back off till 
nothing can be seen but that candle 
flame. 

“Let the wheel revolve slowly, free 
from the ground. The candle flame 
makes a circle of fire all right *and 
Now lower the 
wheel until it rests on the ground and 
start ahead. ‘The flame suddenly stops 
going in a circle and begins to make 
a wavy line, first high and then low. 
It goes afound nothing at all. 

“Men with clear minds can perform 
the experiment satisfactorily by tying 
a handkerchief around the tire in day- 
light, but to do this takes a keen math- 
ematical imagination, because the eye 
is confused by other moving objects 
and is not able to see the handkerchief 
free from these other infiuences. 

“At night the candle flame alone can 
be seen, so that is perhaps the best 
time to try the matter out. Tie a 
torch.to a locomotive driver and then 
send the engine slowly back and forth 
while the observer is off some hundred 
feet distant in the dark. The torch 
dees not move in a circle.. It simply 
goes ahead somewhat like a flying ma- 
chine rising and falling in the wind, 


point and going twice as fast as the 
engine when at its highest point. 

“The fact that the bottom of an 
engine wheel always stands still is 
more easy to learn than the fact that 
the top of the wheel moves just twice 
as fast as the train, but this*yan be 
proved easily with a piece of board. 

“Take a piece of board, say, ten feet 
long and lay one end on top of the 
wheel. Now mové the engine forward 
two feet and you will find that the 
board has gone ahead four feet, just 
twice as far as the engine. Lay down 
the board and tie two pieces of string 
to the wheel, one at the top and the 
other at the bottom,. where it rests on 
the ground. Now run your engine for- 
ward two feet and see what happens. 
Tbe bottom string has mored forward, 
too, but not nearly so far as has the 
top piece of string. although the ends 
were even at the start.”

The Yellowstone Wonders. 

Dr. Arnold Hague shows that there 
Is a.strong contrast between the geo- 
logical conditions connected with the 
geysers of Iceland and those of the 
Yellowstone park. Volcanic eruptions 
may be said geologically to be still 
going on in Iceland, while in the Yel- 
lowstone such ,action ceased many 
thousands of years ago. The Yellow- 
stone phenomena as seen today repre- 
sent a phase in the evolution of ther- 
mal springs. The tendency of a gey- 
ser is to develop a hot surface pool, 
after which explosive action may cease 
and the geyser, as such, become ex- 
tinct. but this is a very slow process, 
Dr. Hague rejects the idea thet the 
cessation of activity in a geyser indi- 
cutes the dissipation of the original 
source of heat and ascribes it simply 
to 2 shifting of the channel of the as 
cending waters.

charged with endangering the lives of | 
passengers on the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad., He 
pleaded guilty before Judge Clark and 
in default of $2000 bonds was com- | 
mitted to the Worcester jail. 

Jardine was wandering about South 
Worcester when he spotted an engine, 
with steam up, standing unguarded. | 
A moment later the monster was back- 
ing out of the yard full speed, push- | 
ing two freight cars ahead. For} 
nearly twenty miles the locomotive | 
went along in this manner, often | 
reaching, operators say, sixty to sev- 
enty miles an hour. 

Suddenly, after rounding a 
bend, the lights of the village of} 
Webster loomed up bright, less thau 
a mile away.

THE TONIC OF VICTORY.

was sweeping victoriously over Europe. 
While the defeated soldier is full of

low patients. 

At Borodino Larrey disarticulated 
the shoulder of a colonel, who immedi- 
ately set out for France on foot, where 
he arrived after three months walking. 
After fording the Beresina, a river in 
Russia, Geveral Zayonchek, seventy- 
five yegrs old, had his kneecap shat- 
tered by a bullet. Amputation was per- 
formed in three minutes in a violent 
snowstorm and in bitterly cold weather,

of soda, prepared chalk, Dover's pow 
| der, blue muss, quinine. castor oil, rhu- 
barb. epsom, rochelie and Carlsbad 
salts. alum, dry copperas, spirits tur- 
pentine, spirits camphor, alcohol, whis- | 
ky, brandy. all the family of herbs 
and barks. lint. bandages, finger stalls. 
adhesive pluster, burn salves, healing 
saives, dry “mustard and healing lo- 
tions. Keep everything in bottles, | 
| wide mouthed bottles, witb either 
screw tops or ground glass stoppers. 
Wrap the medicine bottles fn blue pa- 
per to exclude light and tabel them | 
outside in addition to labeling the bot 
| tles. 

Never put a half used prescription 
or any Medicine of unknown composi- 
tion up in this closet. Throw away 
| any compound left over. There is ne 
telling what changes time may work 
in it. Upon the poison side keep 
opium, laudanum, merpline, cocaine. 
dry bluestone, white vitriol, flowers of 
stiphur. paris green. dry corrosive 
| sublimate, dry chloride of Hime. all the 
| family of acids—oxalic., nitric, sut- 
| phuric, carbolic—ether, chloroform, tar- 
tar emetic or any other substance ca 
pable of harm. 

Each substance should be in a tight> 
ly stoppered® bottle or tin or wooden 
box, .so well ¢losed air cannot get in 
lor out. This half of the cluset must 
be kept alwyys locked and should have | 
a single key. always In possession of | 
the house mistress and seldom trusted 
out of her sight.

GIRL’S DEATH: 


‘Supposed Suicide Believed to Tat Man Has An Anxious Hours 


Have Been Murder 


KILLED BY POISON TABLETS 


| Suspicion "That Strychnine Was Given 
Under Similar Circumstances to 
Those In Linnell Case—Doctor Who 
Arrives at Bedside Just Before Vic- 


tim Passes Away Says She Had Be- 
come a Mother Just Previously 


Westford, Mass., Jan. 8.—Facts 
brought to Hght in connection with 
the mysterious death of 20-year-old 
Lucy Lambert, 
sions Saturday morning, 
aroused the police of Westford to the | 
belief that the girl died under circum- 
stances not unlike those attending the 
death of Avis Linnell. 

As a result 6f two autopsies which 
he performed upon the dead girl’s 


| body, Medical Examiner Buckley said 


last night that he will make a report 
to District Attorney Higgins of Mid- 
diesex county and that, while techni- 
cally this report will ascribe the girl’s 
to suicide by strychnine poi- 
soning, it will indicate that the death 
Was under dubious circumstanes. 

Dr. Buckley said he found evidence 
that the girl had become a mother be- 
fore she died and that death was due 
to poisoning, probably by strychnine. 

Dr. Buckley said that two West- 
ford persons, unnamed, will in all 
probability be required to give care- 
ful explanations in connection with 
the girl’s death. Further than this 
the medical examiner did not care to 
make statements. 

District Attorney Higgins said last 
night that he will at once begin a rigid 


! examination as to the girl’s death. 


The girl died at the home of her 
wealthy uncle, Henry O. Keyes, 
where she had lived in Westford for 
two years. It is understood her baby } 
is living. 

Dr. “Sherman .of Graniteville,. who 
attended the girl while she was dying, 
said last night:

WARRANT OFFICERS. 
Their Grade In the Naval Service and 
the Pay They Draw. 

The grade of warrant officer in the 
uavy forms one of those naval castes 
which are puzzling to

The warrant officer holds his posi 
tion by virtue of a warrant issued by 
the secretary of the navy. 

The warrant mink is next below 
that of midshipman and cortsists of 


boatswains, gunners, carpenters, war- | 


tant machinists, sailmakers and pbar- 
macists. The pay is graded according 
to the length of service and puature 
of the assignment. 

During the first three years the pay 
on sea duty is $1,500, on shore duty 
$1,125 and on leave or waiting orders 
$875 a year. The pay rises with each 
three years of service until the time of 
service exceeds twelve years, after 


which period the pay reaches $2,250, 


while on sea duty, $2,000 on shore duty 


or detached assignments and $1,500 | 


when on waiting orders or when on 
leave. 

All gunners are not warrant officers. 
but when a gunner has attained a war- 
rant officer’s rank he has, under the 
commissioned ordnance officer, charge 
of the ordnance, magazines, etc. The

Bursting Steel. 

An experiment that demonstrated the 
capacity of steel to endure greater 
pressure than the hardest stone was 
made in Germany. Corundum was cho- 
sen for the stone, and small cubes of 
both substances were placed under 
pressure. A weight of six tons smashed 
the corundum, but forty-two tums were 
required to crush the steel. When the 
steel did give way the effects are de- 
scribed as remarkable. Witb a loud 
explosion the metal flew into powder, 
and its sparks are said to have bored 
minute holes in the crushing machine.

Washington, Jan. 9.—No party dis- | 
sension, no sectional prejudice as to, 
where the coming convention shall be 
held, no partiality as to the nominee | 
for president marked the Jackson day | 
banquet at the Raleigh hotel last 
night, which was attended by nearly 
@ thousand Democrats from all sec- 


| tions of the country. 


Harmony brooded over the banquet 


; board, around» which were seated | 
delegates to the national Democatic 


committee who only three hours be- 
fore had been involved in bitter con- 


, troversy. 


Senator O’Gorman of New York, 
the toastmaster, had at his right 
Champ Clark, speaker of the house, 
one of Missouri’s aspirants for the 
presidential nomination. Then to the 
right of Clark was Alton B. .Parker 
of New York, defeated candidate for 
he presidency in 1904. 

_ Beside Parker sat Senator Kern of 
Indiana, former candidate for vice 
president, who appeared as the cham- 
pion of Governor Marshall, the 
Hoosier aspirant for the highest honor 
at the coming Demccratic convention. 

To the left of the toastmaster sat 
Norman E. Mack, chairman of the 
Democratic national committee, and 
at his left William J. Bryan. Between 
Bryan and Governor Wilson of New 
Jersey, who also seeks the presi- 
dential nomination, sat Senator New- 
lands of Nevada. 

At Wiison’s left was Joseph W. 
Folk of Missouri, who received the 
indorsement of his state committee 
for presidential honors. Next was 
Senator Porierene of Ohio, who ap- 
peared as the representative of Gov- 
ernor Harmon. 

First of the distinguished guests to 
enter the banquet hall was Clark, who 
was roundly cheered. Wilson ap- 
peared a little latef§and received a 
rousing welcome. Bryan's entrance 
was’ signalled by loud cheers. 

Bryan and Clark exchanged cordial 
greetings, but it was noticeable 
throughout the room that the Ne- 
braskan was anxious to confer with 
Wilson, whom he joined as soon as 
he nad a short talk with the speaker. 
Wilson and Bryan talked several min- 


| utes. 


Mr, Folk was the last of the presi- 
dential possibilities to enter the ban- 
quet hall. Though he passed Clark’s 
chair there was no sign of recognition 
by either man. Folk, however, en- 
gaged Bryan in earnest conversation. 

The dinner over, the toasts began 
with an address of welcome by Edwin 
A. Newman, chairman of the District 
of Columbia committee. He was fol- 
lowed by O’Gorman,,the toastmaster. 

“The country is looking hopefully 
to the Democratic party for relief from 
the manifold ills that afflict it,” said 
O'Gorman, “and a great triumph 
awaits us. A great oppcrtunity for 
patriotic service and public useful- 
ness is before us if we but keep our 
ranks unbroken and adhere to the 
teachings of the man we honor here 
tonight.” 

Representative Lloyd, chairman of 
the Democratic congressional commit- 
tee, glowingly described the. prospects 
for the party’s success in the coming 
campaign and Parker,discussed brief- 
ly “Some Conditions of Success.” 
Parker saw a bright future for the 
party, but sounded a note of warning. 

William R. Hearst, another of the 
orators, was delayed by a storm and 
arrived late at the feast. Hearst 
reached the banquet just before the 
speaking began and was ushered to a 
seat at the speakers’ table, beside 
Senator Johnson of Maine. He was 
greeted with the same enthusiasm 
which- attended the entrance of the 
other honored guests of the evening. 

William J. Bryan fought his fight 
in the Democratic national commit- 
tee and lost. He made Colonel James 
M. Guffey, member of the committee 
from Pennsylvania, the issue, and the 
committee declined to unseat Guffey 
by a vote of 30to 18. Bryan appealed 
from a decision by Chairman Mack 
and was defeated 33 to 13. 

The committee’s session was 
marked by extreme bitterness. Once 
the lie was passed and blows seemed 
imminent. Bryan was from first to 
jast the central figure in the proceed- 
ings and the strife he precipitated. the 
very moment the committee was called 
to order lasted throughopt the day.

The last pastor of the period under 
consideration was Richard Salter

1873. He was born at Longnieadow 
Mass., in 1787, graduated at Williams 
|in 1807, at Andover in 1810, and was 
installed here July 8, 1811. His fath- 
er, of the same name, preached the 
sermon from the text “Hold fast the

jheard from me.” 

Rev. Thomas <A. Emerson was 
settled in 1874, dismissed in 1885. 

The late Reverend A. A. Ellsworth 
followed in 1885 coming from Gales- 
burg, Ill. After acting as supply for

At the monthly meeting of the Wol- 


laston Parents’ and Teachers’ ‘Assotia- 


tion Tuesday evening Dr. W. D. Park-

The late Professor H. H. Lockwood, 

N., in some very interesting rem- 
iniscences read before the Naval 
Academy Graduates’ association in 
1893 relates how the corps of profes- 
sors of mathematics came to be form- 
ed. In the early days of the Naval 
academy he was one of its instructors.

INSTANT DEATH IS ASSURED. 


One Dexterous Thrust Through the 
Animal’s Head by an Expert Work- 
man Ends Consciousness—How the 
Carcass Is Skinned and Dressed. 


The easiest way you could possibly 
think of is the way sheep are killed in | 
the packing houses. Most persons mis- 
tukeoly imagine that they are treated | 
borribly and see in their minds aj 
bloodthirsty man, with shoulders like 
hams, standing over a poor, defense-

The sheep are driven from the yards 
up a long chute, and when they enter 
the pathway a leader sheep puts him- 
self at their head to take them up into 
the killing room. ‘These sheep are| 
trained and are nearly always black | 
so that there will be no mistake made 
and the leader sheep killed. 

This leader takes the animals up the 
chute to a pen that will hold about 
fifty sheep. Here a man catches them 
two at a time. and shackles them by 
their hind legs. This is the operation 
referred to as the only one painful to 
the sheep. 

The animal fs then swung on to what 
is called the Ferris wheel. This wheel 
is constantly revolving, and as it reach- 
es a certain spot the sheep are trans- 
ferred to a track from which they 
hang head downward. At that point 
their suffering ceases, for the next 
workman is the man who kills them. 

The killing process is one that is ab- 
solutely painless to the sheep. The 
workman is adept and never misses | 
the mark at which he strikes. With / 
a sharp knife in his hand, he moves 
down the row of hanging animals, and 
us he comes to each one he feels of 
the head just behind the ears*and finds 
the point where the bones of the head 
leave an opening. In this the knife is 
thrust and goes through the head of 
the animal, completely severing on 
both sides a large artery. The sheep is 
killed instantly. Five hundred sheep | 
be handled every hour at this 
point. They are then “pated,” an op- 
eration that consists of skinning the} 
fore part of the head and the neck. 

The next workman cuts through the 
hide on the breast and skins just one 
spot below the neck. The fore legs are 
then broken and cut off to be sent to 
the bone room,

and is constantly moving, making the} 
rounds of the room in about twenty 
minutes. Along this chain are the 
workmen, and as the sheep is passed 
on to them by the chain they do their | 
work and wait for the next carcass. 
After the two hind legs have been 
skinned the back is partly skinned and 
the animal is passed on to the next 
man who is called a “pelter.” He 
grasps the pelt just above the hind | 


| legs, and, with a few deft twists of it, 


it is pulled off and the sheep passed ! 
on to the next workman. | 

After being skinned the seep are | 
carefully washed and wiped, a new) 
towel being used on every animal. An 
endless chain is in progress here also, 
for when a towel is used it is thrown | 
into a vat of boiling water, washed 
and put into a drier to be used over | 
and over again. After the animal has | 
been washed the head is taken off and | 
the neck washed in the same manner | 
as the rest of the carcass. The gov- | 


ernment inspector then gets it, and it} ‘ 


is subjected to a rigid examination, | 
after which the stamp of approval of | 
the United States is put on.

FRENCH AND GERMAN COLORS 


Supposed Origin of the Tricolor and 
the Teuton Flag. 

For five centuries black and white 
have been the Hobenzollern colors, and 
the first verse of the German war song, 
“Ich bin ein Preusse,” is: 


I am a Prussian! Know ye not my ban- 
ner? 


Before me floats my flag of black and 
white? 
My fathers died for freedom; *twas thelr 
manner— 
So say these colors floating in your 
sight. 


The mercantile marine tricolor of 
black, white and red is emblematic of 
the joining of the Hohenzollern black 
and white with the red and white. 
which was the ensign of the Hanseatic 
league. This flag came into beine 
when the North German Confederacy 
was established, Nov. 25, 1867, at the 
close of the Austro-Prussian war, The 
red and white represent the commer 
cial prosperity of the nation, while the 
black and white symbolize the strobe 
arm of the state prepared to protest! 
and foster it. - 

Nowhere have historical events caus 
ed so much change in the standards 
aud national ensigns of a country &S 1 
France. The oriflamme and the chape 
de St. Martin were succeeded at the 
end of the sixteenth century, whep 
Henry III., the last of the house of 
Valois, came to the throne, by the 
white standard, pdwdered fleur-de-lis 
That in turn gave place to the famous 
tricolor which was introduced at the 
time of the revolution, but the origi: 
| of that flag and its colors is a dispute 
question. Some maintain that the in 
tention was to combine in the flag the 
blue of the chape de St. Martin, th 
red of the oriflamme and the white fla; 
of the Bourbons. By others the color 
are said to be those of the city of Paris 
Yet again other authorities assert tha 
the flag is copied from the shield o 
the Orleans family as it appeared afte: 
Philippe Egalite had knocked off th 
fleur-de-lis.—Kansas City Star.

Poston, Jan, 15.—Officials of the 
Grand Trunk railroad have issued a }

road is headed for Boston. From 
some point on the Central- Vermont 
road in the Connecticut valley the 


shire and Middlesex county into Bos- 
ton; also the big Canadian company 
proposes to build a line from Black- 
trone to Boston, which, with the new | 
Palmer-Providence road, will give an | 
independent Grand Trunk line be- | 
tween Boston and Providence and an- 
other line from Douglas to Worcester. 

A steamship line in New England 
waters, giving a new independent line | 
between Boston and New York or @th- t 
ér points, is also planned. 

The Southern New England Rail- 
road company, which is the legal 
name of the Central Vermont-Grand | 
Trunk corporation, petitioned the | 
Massachusetts legislature for the right | 
to extend its lines in Masaschusetts | 
and to operate steamships under au- 
thority of Massachusetts law. 

Although no mention is made of the 
Hoston location of the railroad, it is 
believed that a site has already been 
ciscussed and that the company is} 
only awaiting the permission of the | 
legislature to complete its plans. 

This move, which has been contem- 
plated for some time, means a direct 
‘connection between’ Boston and the 
Pacific coast, and great trade possi-§ 
bilities for Boston in the northwest. 

When work will be started depends 
entirely up6n the legislature. The 
Grand Trunk isiready to go ahead. 
The line will enter), Massachusetts 
} from some point on the New Hamp- 
shire line. It may parallel the Boston | 
and Maine Concord division line. 

Application will at once be made for | 
similar rights.in New Hampshire, to 
provide a connection from White | 
River Junction, to which point the 
road’s line now extends. Owing to 
the fact that the’ New Hampshire leg- 
islature meets bhienniaily -and not 
again until 19138, the matter will be 
taken up at once with the railroad 
commission in that state, the com- 
pany asking permission for authority 
to go ahead until the legislature shall 
give final authority. 

Business men and city officials who 
learned of the intention of the Grand 
Trunk rejoiced at the wpportunity it | 
would give for the deyelopment of the | 
port of Boston, It will mean, they | 
said, that Boston will become the | 
virtual outlet cf this great system 
during a period of six months in the 
year when Montreal is inaccessible to 
steamships.

strengthen the extensors so that the 
vital organs may have unrestricted 
room for growth, development and 
functioning.

Bil! Introduced Into Congress 
Looking to That End 


Washington, Jan. 16.—Constructive 
legislation looking to federal control 
of the great corporations engaged in 
the manutacture of goods of all kinds 
for purposes of interstate commerce 
is the object of a bill introduced in 
the. house of representatives by Con- 
gressman Roberts of Massachusetts.

Boiled and Creamed. 

Boiled Spinach.—Wash and prepare 
half a peck of spinach. Place in a 
| kettle with a cupful of water, cover 
and cook over a moderate fire. The 
spinach should steam for twenty min- 

utes, Drain, chop fine, season with 
‘salt and pepper nd butter and serve 
with slices of hard boiled egg. 

Creamed Spinach.—Drain some boil- 
ied spinach and chop. Pass it through 
‘a colander. To every pint of the spin- 
ach add a tablespoonfuil of butter. Salt 
and pepper to taste. Put on the stove 
in a saucepan and stir until the spin- 
ach is heated. Take a third of a cup 
of cream and add to it the beaten yolk 
of an egg. Stir this into the spinach 
and let it remain on the stove a min- 
ute, Then Serve. 

With Fish. 

Spinach and Fish.—Take a half cup 
of grated breadcrumbs and an ounce 
of butter. Heat these together. Boil 
and chop a half peck of spinach leaves. 
| Add the breadcrumbs and butter and 
a half dozen sardines chopped fine or 
an equal quantity of canned salmon. 
| Mix if too dry with a little of the 
broth in which the spinach has been 
boiled. Salt and pepper and shape 
into ovals or oblongs on cut out pieces 
iof toast. Garnish with sliced boiled 
| eggs and parsley or leaves of the fresh 
| spinach. 
| Spinach Croguettes. — These cro- 
quettes are nice for luncheon. They 
ure made with cold boiled spinach and 
thus afford a convenient way of using 
left over portions of the vegetable. The 
| spifach must be chopped fine. Take 

an ounce of butter, the grated rind of 

a lemon, a teaspoonful of chopped 

parsley, a little sugar, a little flour or

GOLD AND SILVER ROMANCE. 


The annual report of the United y 
States, Geological survey, shows that 
in spite of the tremendous difficul- 
ties of modern mining for the pre-| 
cious. metals, the production of gold 
is but slightly less than usual. while 
silver increased the past year. 

Conditions have indeed changed 
from the day when a man or twe 
could set out with picks,-shovels, and 
pans and return regularly with a 
golden hoard of dust. 

To-day ‘gold mining is. about the 
most expensive way of making 
money, and a company must often 
sink a fortune before taking-out a 
bit of precious metal. 

At the Trinity mine in California 
they had to build a tunnel a mile and 
a half long to carry .water from a| 
point thirty miles away, and now | 
they are sluicing out whole sections 
of the mountain to the figure of 10, 
000 cubic yards daily. 

And yet the old prospectors. will 
wag their bushy beards, and after a 
life time of straining their eyes amid 
the desert, will still aver that big 
strikes will yet be made hap-hazard 
in the most unexpected places. 

The wonderful Bullfrog mines in 
Nevada were found by a _ party of 
prospectors who ‘had given up at 
Goldfield and Tonopah, and were 
travelling cross country tb see what 
they could find in California. 

The early story of Cobalt, the new 
Silver city of Canada, is even more 
romantic. When they were building 
a railroad through the district a few 
years ago, a blacksmith threw a ham- 
mer at a fox in the bushes, Going 
out later to pick up his hammer he 
noticed a bluish scar in the rock 
where his hammer had fallen. .He 
broke off a piece of the rock, had it 
assayed, and found that it was a 
wonderful ore.

Washington, Jan. 18 -—Having 
served notice on President Gomez 
fovernment that the United States ex- 
pected Cuba to live up to her treaty 
agreements and maintain* a Republi- | 
can form: of government, the state | 
department now is awaiting develop- | 
ments.

When Cubans understand the motive 
of the United States is simply to dis- 
charge its treaty obligations, there 
will be little dissatisfaction outside 
cf the veterans’ organization. 

So well laid are the plans of the 
general staff of the army, that news | 
ct the possibility of intervention in | 
Cuba has caused scarce a ripple at 
headquarters here. Should it become 
necessary to send troops to Cuba, the} 
whole mechanism of the transporta- | 
tion and mobilization services 
be in operation within a few hours} 
and probably within two days the first 
army transport would be sailing for | 
Havana with a full regiment of in- 
fantry aboard. 

Long before that transport had 
reached Cuban waters, several Ameri- 
can battleships would be lying off 
proper strategic points on the Cuban 
coast. War department officials, 
however, do‘ not anticipate any such 
order and the Atlantic fleet is pursu- 
ing the routine of the winter drills off 
the south coast of Cuba. 

The note intimating that President 
Gomez must set his house in order is 
intended not so much as a notice to 
Cuba of a determination upon the part 
cf this government to intervene again 
es a warning of what may be expected 
unless the Cuban government reme- |} 
dies the exiscting political situation.

Kendall, 53 years old, a wealthy 
farmer, killed himself with a shotgun 
at his home here. Medical Examiner 
Keliher said last night it was a case 
of suicide. 

Kendall stood in front of a mirror, 
placed the end of the barrel between 
his eyes and pulled the trigger. The 
entire top of his head was lown 
away. Blood bespattered the walls of 
the room in which he killed himself. 

Kendall was one of the wealthiest 
men in Lexington and it is estimated 
that he leaves an estate worth nearly 
$300,000. He was owner of the Val- 
leyfield farm, home of his blooded 
fairy herd and of the Kill Kare ken- 
nels, where his wife rears her prize-

time and his wife was 25. He de- 
elares that in June, 1909, he owned 
stocks and securities worth $310,000. 

On June 15, 1909, the bill alleges, 

Bent and his wife went to Europe with 
their two children. Shortly after 
their arrival in Europe, Bent alleges, 
Bent made charges against him 
for his alleged actions while on the 
Way across the ocean. He was 
charged, he says, with having given 
money to a woman and of having 
promised to give more. These 
charges, Bent says, were false and 
known to be false by Mrs. Bent. 

Mrs. Bent, however, so the bill al- 

demanded that Bent transfer 
all his property to her with threats 
that she would have him committed to 
an insane asylum if he did not. Prior 
;to making these threats Bent claims 
i that his wife had treated him with 
} great cruelty and that in consequence 
his will power has become weakened. 

He was in a foreign country and 
was afraid that in his condition he 
might be committed to an asylum. 
He therefore, under duress, assigned 
and tsansferred through a third per- 
son, whom he does not kuow, all his 
property to his wife, leaving himself 

} without’ means of support. 

Since the transfer of the property, 
Bent alleges that he has been treated 
worse than he was before and: has 

ven been locked in a room and oth- 

treated with great 
;}to such an extent that he has 
obliged to hide from his wife.

Nankin, Jan. 20.—The republican 
government has sent an appeal to the 
powers for recognition. This took 
the form of a circular which was sent 
to Washington, Tokio, London, 
Paris, Berlin and St. Petersburg, and 
was signed by Wang Chung-Wei, the 
foreign minister of the republican 
cabinet. 

The terms of the circular are as 
follows: 

“The Manchu government having 
entered into negotiations with the re- 
public of China for the purpose of 
abdicating its entire sovereign rights, 
powers and privileges, we fervently 
pray for recognition in order to avoid 
a disastrous interregnum.” 

The appeal follows an ultimatum 
delivered by President Sun to Pre- 
mier Yuan Shi Kai demanding the 
abdication of the Manchu dynasty and 
containing a threat of a resumption of 
hostilities unless the demand is com- 
plied with. 

The ultimatum telegraphed to ‘Yuan 
by the republican government con- 
tains, according to the republican 
leaders, the last word of the repub- 


* licans. 


President Syn said to the press: 

“I have taken an oath to oust the 
Manchu rulers and restore peace to 
the country before resigning. I have 
taken an Oath to establish a republic 
in China, .and if I consented to the 
propositions laid down by Yuan Shi 


| Kai, I should be foresworn. 


“China cannot permit outsiders to 


| dictate her form of government. This 


republic is now an established fact. 
Nothing can swerve me from what 1 
consider my duty to my fellow-coun- 
trymen. 

“We are now confident ofthe right- 
eousness of our cause and of the su- 
periority of our military strength. If 
Yuan persists in obstructing, our 
armies will be ordered to march 
north.” 

Republican officials assert that one 
and possibly two foreign powers are 
urging Yuan to insist he should be 
constituted the head of the entire gov- 
ernment and that Yuan has been given 
the assurance by those powers of as- 
sistance, Hence*his change of atti- 
tude. 

Yuan, it is stated, agreed a few 
days ago to the unequivocal retiré- 
ment of the Manchus and to the 
recognition of a republic as the gov- 
southern provinces. 
idea of a dual ad- 
ministration, the north to be under 
Yuan and the south under Sun, pend- 
ing the decision of the national con- 
vention on the future government, 
which is to be held at a neutral point. 

There is reason to believe this ar- 
rangement may be the final outcome 
of the negotiations between the repub- 
licans and imperialists. 

It appears to be absolutely certain 
fighting between the _ revolutionists 
and the imperialists will be resumed 
on the morning of Jan. 28.unless Yuan 
concedes the demands of the republi- 
can government. 

The republican government tele- 
graphed these demands to Yuan at 
Pekin. The terms of the ultimatum 
are drastic and are substantially as 
tollows: 

The abdication of the throne and 
the surrender of the sovereign pow- 
ers. 

No Manchu to participate in the 
government of China. 

The capital of the provisional gov- 
ernment cannot be established at 
Pekin. 

Yuan cannot participate in the pro- 
visional government of China until the 
rebublic has, been recognized by. the 
foreign powers, and the country has 
bes en restored to peace and harmony.

Lawrence, mass., Jan. 20.—Mmuinor 
clashes between the strikers and mili- 
tla, severalearrests for assault and 
drunkenness, with alarming. rumors 
and the anKouncement that the pres- 
ent military force will be augmented 
today by four companies, kept this 
city in a state of unrest. 

A restless army surged through the 
streets all day and detectives, speak- 
ing different languages, sent out 
among the trubulent factions, brought 
back ugly rumors which have led to 
the unofficial but authentic report that

to a full regiment. 

The attitude of the strikers was not 
improved by the announcement that 
the Pacific mills had declared a div- 
idend of a little over 10 percent to its 
stockholders. ,» 

Before paytime there were hungry 
mouths clamoring for bread. Two 
| bakers’ carts were stripped by strik- 
ers and this is taken as a warning to 


is spent. 

To protect the mills from dynamit- 
ing from the river side, all persons 
owning boats or having them for rent 
have been asked to notify the head- 
quarters at the armory just as soon 
as anyoné appears to secure a boat.

Saloons Are Closed 

The saloons were closed at 7 o’clock 
last night.

The charge that intimidation is 
keeping 20,000 persons from going 
back to the mills was somewhat bat- 
tered when 1400 mill operatives, all 
higher paid English-speaking; voted 
to join the strike. Many of these are 
members of the unions affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

Efforts are still being made to bring 
the strike to an end. Charles G. 
Wood of New Bedfora and a member 
of the state board of arbitration will 
be in this city again today to confer 
with the strike leaders. These men 
say that they intend to fight to a fin- 
ish. 

On Mill street pickets of the strik- 
ers clashed with the militia and two 
of the mill workers were battered by 
the gun butts of the soldiers. Several 
times during the day it looked as if 
there would be trouble.

Maurice Caro, attorney for Linehan’s 


bondsman, is considered an excellent 
Linehan left 
so secretly that his absence from the} 
city was not known until the hour 
ot his trial. Quick work by the police 
traced him to St. Louls. ‘There all 
trace of him was lost. 

On the theory that he was making 
his way south along the Mississippi, 
probably to South America, the! 
southern states, Mexico, the coun- 
tries of Central America and South 
America were flooded with circulars 
bearing his picture and an accurate 
description of the man. On the 
chance that he might have sailed from 
New Orleans for Europe, the police of 
all European cities were put on the 


Linehan, however, kept out of 
sight. It was some time before it was 
learned that he had taken passage 
from St. Louis to New Orleans.’ More 
time elapsed before the police un- 
earthed the fact that he had sailed 
from New Orleans for Colon and was 
trying to make his way to Valparaiso, 
Chile.

Before he arrived there Linehan, in! 
some way yet unknown to the police, 
was apprised that the police had his 
plans. The day before Wolf reached 
Colon Linehan took passage back to 
New Orleans.

Dubois speak on “The souls of 
black folk.” Mr. Dubois is one _ of 
the ablest representatives of th 
colored race and presented many lit- 
tle known historical facts concern- 
ing his people. He is a finely edu- 
cated man and gave his address in 
such pure English and in such a com- 
prehensive way that his hearers were 
deeply interested. 

He told of conditions in the south, 
showed 
clearly to his auditors that the black 
man although freed from the yoke 
of slavery is in many ways far from 
being a free man and at liberty to 
do as he wishes. He spoke of many 
cases of injustice to a man or woman 


o 


| simply because they were of the 
negro race and were not allowed 
some of their lawful rights. Re- 


lated many facts going to show that 
the negro race has had a_ glorious 
past history in Africa and a degree 
of civilization hardly to be realized 
by people who have not studied into 
the matter. 

Mr. Dubois told of many unjust dis- 
criminations against the negro by 
the trade unions and mentioned the 


in some of the Southern states where 
he said the conditions were almost 


He referred rather sarcastically | 
to the Democratic party in the South | 
and its attitude on the child labor | 
laws which are so worded as to al- 
low employers an excuse for employ- 
ing negro children who are manifest- 


He referred humorously to the in- | 
consistencies of some of our societies 
notably the Christian Endeavorers 
who would prohibit moving pictures 
of Johnson—Jeffries fight but turned 
a deaf ear when asked to use their 
influence against lynching.

Delegates to Convention 


TAFT AFTER BARNES’ SCALP

| chief Figure In’ Organization That 
| Stands In Way of Getting Delega- 
tion Instructed For President— 
Question at Washington Whether 
War on Barnes’ Leadership Will Be 
Successful—Taft’s Tip to Managers 


Washington, Jan. 23.—‘“Get the 
scalp of Barnes if necessary.” 

This is the word that’ President 
Taft has passed along to his managers | 
and especially to the men who are 
managing his campaign in New York. 
He has done this after‘full consulta- 
tion with them about the situation in 
the state with respect to a Taft dele- 
gation. 

All along it has been realized here 
/that New York was, perhaps, the 
chief storm centre of the Republican 
preconvention campaign. If New 
York sends an uninstructed anti-Talft | 
delegation to the convention it will be | 
a hard blow to the Taft forces. This | 
has been urged on the president by | 
his aids and, more than this, he has | 
| been told that State Chairman Wil- 
| liam Barnes, Jr., is the chief figure | 
|in the organization that stands in the 
way of getting a delegation instruct- 
ed for him. | 

Under the circumstances, the de- | 
cision has been reached in the Taft 
camp to “go after Barnes.” ‘This 
/ means that if there is no other way 

around it a determined fight will be 
| waged to overcome Barnes’ leadership 
in the state. 

While all the details of what a fight 
on Barnes will comprehend are not 
given out, it is assumed that if they | 
find they cannot gain their point in 
any other way the Taft forces will try 
to overthrow Barnes, horse, foot and 
dragoons, not merely in the sense of 
defeating his program to have an un- 
instructed delegation chosen, but to 
elect another man in his place as 
state chairman. 

This obviously means a‘ battle in 
New York of the first proportions. 
From what is known here of the 
etrength of the movement-for an un- 
instructed delegation in New York, it} 
is certain that it will be no easy task 
| to overthrow the. Barnes plans. In- 
deed, there is much question here 
whether they cam be overthrown. 

It is pointed out that'the mere fact 
the president has given the word to 
make war direct on Barnes if need be, 
points to the fact that the Taft lead- 
ers realize that nothing but a knock- 
down-and-drag-out contest is -likely | 
to win for them.

Alarm Is Widespread 

The news Of spreading strike, the |

The First Henchmen, 

Skeat derives the word henchman 
from hengstman (Anglo-Saxon), herse- 
man, groom. It is probable that hench- 
men were in the first instance young 
nobles who at state ceremonies attend- 
ed on the king as mounted pages. His 
tory speaks of these henchmen in this 
capacity. for we read that Henry VI. 
had three and Edward IV. six of them.

THE ICE CROP ASSURED. 

The big ice crops finds no place in 
our reports of American harvests, but 
it is not the least of the crops raised 
on Uncle Sam's variegated farm. The 
Consumer who mourns over his wood | 
pile or coal bin depleted by the cold 
wave, can reflect that it has assured a 
lavish ice crop, thus giving the iceman 
no excuse for high prices next summer. 

Large portions of the country now 
get their ice from artificial. plants, 
although some of the Southern 
cities still buy Kennebec iver ice 
and freight it by water. But a fail- 
ure of the natural ice crop must 
create such a demand for artificial 
ice as to raise the price of both pro- 
ducts. 

The natural ice crop is apt to un- 
dergo.an annual failure during the 
month of January, much like the an- 
nual freeze of the peach erop by the 
late frosts. The worrying, though, 
is commonly confinéd to the news- 
paper offices. The seasoned iceman 
knows that while January is actually 
the coldest month, the highest point | 
of ice formation is not reached un- 
til well into February. 

The United States is the great ice 
consuming country of the world. 
Ice far table use scarcely was known 
in Europe until American travellers 
began to demand it. Our nervous} 
temperament seems to deprive the 
appetite of all zest in summer unless 
it is stimulated by chilled food. 

The ice crop needs neither to be 
hoed nor fertilized, but the ice cut-| 
ter needs.to be watched. The far- 
ther south one gets on freezing

rivers the greater the tendency to 
form a.kind of snow broth on top. 

The storms are largely of a sleety 
rain; which attaches to the icy sur- 

faee, and weighs nearly as much as 
real ice, but it disappears in a few 
moments in a July air. This near- 
ly worthless mixture should be plan- 
ed off. Furthermore many icemen 
have the habit, when their ponds do 
not freeze fast enough, of cutting 
holes, and letting the water flow 
over the surface where it quiekly 
freezes, Snow, dist, and dirt, that 
have fallen on the surface, are, by 
this means, inbedded in the ice cake.

NEW DANCE HALL STEPS. 

Quite a flurry is being created in 
metropolitan society circles, by the 
disposition of the younger set to intro- 
duce popular dance hall setps, two of 
which are called the “Grizzly bear” 
and the “Turkey trot.”

They are always in love with the 
more refined and graceful aspects of 
their art, and have commonly frowned 
down even the two-step, as lacking 
in the more stately beauty and tend- 
ing to a mere romp.

GOVERNMENT TELEGRAPHS, 


Frank Hitchcock gave the country} 


quite a surprise when as postmaster- 
general he suggested government own- 
ership of telegraphs. 

It will be generally admitted that 
telegraph charges are too high. At 
a 25 cents a word minimum, the tele- 
graph does not enter largely into the 
life of the common people. The or- 
dinary housewife on seeing the yellow 
envelope at the door, often desires 
the smelling salts, the unexpected 
message suggesting death or disaster. 

Some twenty years ago a telegraph 
company was formed to do business 
from Chicago to Milwaukee. They 


:delivered messages at a cent a word, 


!and paid ninety per cent of their ca- 
pital back to the stockholders in two 
years. Then they reduced to half a 
cent a word, paid seven per cent on 
capital, and accumulated a surplus of 
forty per cent in a year. 

Of course it must be admitted that a 
line between two such metropolitan 
centers, kept hustling with messages 
all the time, can do business at a 
better profit than a line covering the 
entire country, much of it sparsely 
populated and giving little business. 
The Western Union claimed some time 


lago that it cosis them twenty-seven 
jcents expense on the average message 


of thirty-one cents. 

It will also be admitted that govern- 
ment ownership in England has work- 
ed well. In 1870 the four private 
companies sent twenty word messages 
for $1 from London to Dublin. Ac- 
cording to the latest statement we 
have found, the English telegraphs 
send the average message of twelve 
words for fifteen cents. And at that 
they give newspapers a phenomenal 
rate consisting of twenty-five cents a 
one hundred words and four cents for 
each additional hundred. And even 
then they made $850,000 profit. 

To this our telegraph companies 
reply with some truth, that distances 
are so much Jess in England that the 
charge for construction and mainte- 
nance of the lines is less, also that la- 
bor costs less, over there. 

Of. course the one great fact to be 
considered in this country, is the ex- 
tent to which politics would af- 
fect the service. Would our officials 
give posts to men because they were} 
good telegraphers, or because they 
had carried caucusés for the Con- 
gressman, or supported a _ certain 
party ticket?

Now Known That Roosevelt Will Ac- 
cept Nomination If Offered to Him 


—Political 


When Taft Press Bureau Is In Fui! | 


Working Order—Lodge May Not 
Take Part In Bay State Campaign 


Washington, Jan. 26.—Senators 
Crane of Massachusetts, Penrose of 
Pennsylvania and Smoot of Utah are 
forming the nucleus of an organiza- 
tion to work for the renomination of 
President Taft. A statement to this 
effect, accompanied by an expression 
of his personal views as to the wis- 
dom of renominating the president, 
Was made public by Penrose. Head- 
quarters are likely to be opened in 
Washington and it would not be sur- 
prising if Charles D. Hillis. 
to the president, were placed in 
charge. 

It’‘is now a matter of common 
knowledgé that Theodore Roosevelt 
will accept the Repliblican nomination 
if it is offered him. Assurances to 
have been circulated so 
freely by his friends that even Presi- 
cent Taft, who hitherto has 
to believe that he would 
by his predecessor, is convinced. 

Penrose, in identifying himself 
With the Taft fortunes, will disap- 
point the hovg2s of the Roosevelt men, 
who had counted on putting 
pressure on him from his own 
that he would do no more 
through the-+ motions there, leaving 
the field open for either candidate as 
far as he was concerned. 

Penrose now turned militant, 
evidently with the backing of the 
great business interests 
vania, and his own prestige is 
volved in thé’ outcome. President 
Taft's friends have felt for a long 
time that his cause could be greatly 
strengthened if his merits were prop- 
advertised and the exact 
in relation to his campaign set forth. 

So far all the shouting has-been on 
the other side, notwithstapding that 
én immense amount of ciever poliu- 
cal work has been going on under the 
surface, as the 
gressioal distict in Oklahoma, where 
the Taft men won three to one, at- 
tested. It is now the purpose to give 
the Taft campaign suitable publicity.

-A-NEW RECORD 


Quincy High Defeats Worcester 
at Basketball 115 to 0 


GREAT GAME 


The members of the Quincy High 
School basketball team established 
themselves as the peerless leaders in 
the interscholastic world, when they 


triumphed over the Worcester High 
quintet, in the local gymnasium yes- 
terday afternoon, by the overwhelm- 
ing score of 115 to 0. The score was 
by far the largest ever rolled up in 
local circles and it is doubtful if the 
record has ever been excelled since 
the game of basketball was originat- 
ed. 

The visitors displayed no ability 


| that would tend to make them appear 
| as basket ball players, and to 


see 
the local boys shoot at random 
throughout the game, had a tendency 
to make one feel as though he were 
witnessing a burlesque show rather 
than a contest in basketball. 


It was the sixth straight victory 


| for the local boys, and it now seems 


that they are the foremost contenders 


| for the championship title of Eastern 


Massachusetts. The local players 
lost no time in getting down to action 


| and started by shooting baskets from 


every corner. 

The team work of Quincy High 
was of the first order throughout and 
every man on it accredited himself 
with honors, as can readily pe de- 
duced from the fact that Baird was 
the only player who failed to get a 
basket and even he was not in the 
game long enough to get his hands 
on the ball. By this game, all records 
of the season were deeply punctured 
and it is not probable that the feat 
will be paralleled for some time. 

Large seores have frequently been 
noticeable, but the fact that the 
visitors were whitewashed made the 
accomplishment all the more re- 
markable. From beginning to end 
it was a question as to the number of 
points Quincy High was to obtain. 
Only once during the entire game did 
it seem as though the Worcester 
boys would score. This occurred in 
the second half when Shea, who 
seemed to be the only player on the 
Visiting contingency that showed up 
to any advantage, tried for a_ goal 
from foul. The ball struck the bas- 
ket and rolled around the rim three 
times, thereby causing great anxiety 
to exist among the spectators lest a 
score should be made. But the ball 
finally fell to the floor, and the 
crowd fairly went wild with shouts 
indicative of the keenest enthusiasm 
imaginable. 

Coach Arthur Staff was consider- 
ing sending in the second team 
against the Worcester players in the 
second half, but seeing that the regu- 
lar players had a chance to attain a 
record for the season, refrained from | 
so doing and substituted but two 
players. | 

Words fail to express the manner 
in which the baskets were made, for 
throughout the entire game, the ball 
Was seen to pass from the Quincy 
backs, to one of the forwards posi- 
tion players, thence through the bas- 
ket, thereby causing the Granite 
City lads to secure an average of 
three points during every minute of 
play. 

During the first half of the game 
the contest resolved into a struggle 
for the greater number of baskets, 
between Finlay and Trask. The lat- 
ter emerged to the fore at the start 
of the game, and when the half ended, 
George Finlay had 14 baskets to his 
credit and the elongated Trask had 
11, which of itself was one more than 
was made recently by Verner of Win- 
throp High, who up to this game held 
the record for schoolboy players. 

Chapman got three baskets while 
“Herb” Johnson had caged one, thus 
making the score dt this period of 
the game stand 58 to 0. 

The local boys exhibited still great- 
er form in the second half and 
rolled up a larger number of points 
than they did in the first half. In 
this last part of the game, however, 
Finlay was more conspicuous than 
ever, and secured 18 ‘baskets, many 
of which were of the most spectacu- 
lar order, being made from most dif- 
ficult angles. Finlay’s work in all 
games has been a revelation, and to 
date he has an average of 10 bas- 
kets for each game to his credit. Only 
fivé times did the visitors shoot for 
baskets, and at no time was there 
the slightest semblance of a score to | 
be seen. Trask had 16 baskets in | 
all, and even this is a record to be | 


justly commended. Captain Chap- 
man played his usual brilliant game, 
and though he did not roll up many

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points, he played consistently 
throughout and was a potent factor 
in enabling Finlay to make the record 
of the season. Chapman obtained the 
only goal made from free tries. Three 
fouls were called during the entire 
game, and these were for dribbling 
the ball. The work of the entire 
Quincy team was of the first class or- 
der and every man on it should come 
in for his due share of praise. 

While it would be difficult to praise 
any department of the visitors’ play- 
ing, in fairness to Shea, the left back 
it must be said that he is not respon- 
sible for the number of points made 
by Finlay, for he was in the game all 
the time, and followed the ball with 
an alert eye. Besides, he alone 
practically was forced to “cover” all 
the Quincy players. The game has 
been heralded far and wide as a 
record breaker and bids fair to stand 
some time before ‘being hurled in the 
shades of darkness.

— Blanch one dozen 
smal! oysters by bringing them to the 
beiling point in their own liquor, sea- 


soned with a dust of cayenne pepper, a 
saltspoonful of salt and nutmeg. Mix 
an omelet, place in a pan over the 
fire und when it begins to cook at the 
edges place the oysters, without any 
liquor, in its center, fold it together 
and serve it hot at once.

The public 
has read these comments with a 
smile, feeling that Andy's anxiety 
about such a trifle is very amusing. 

Some have probably stopped to fig- 
ure What the time spent by Mr. Carne- 
gie incollecting that bill might have 
been worth to him, on the basis of his 
daily earnings. Quite likely, 
plied to the problems of his business, 
it might have gathered in $28,700 or 
more. 

The incident is suggestive, however, 
of the extent to which a business man 
of great ability is always worried by a 
financial “loose end,” no matter how 
small. A great many men fail -be- 
cause they neyer acquire the “follow- 
up” habit, the feeling that any line of 
investigation should be pmrsued to 
the limit. 

Good detail work is the cement that 
holds a business together. Every 
dollar should be accounted for. 
Every investigation should be pushed 
to the end.

Railroad accidents can be enor- 
mously reduced by the use of steel 
cars. Even the more massive con- | 
struction of a well-built vestibule | 
car does much to promote safety. At) 
the railroad wreck at Colton, Cal., | 
a few years amo, the baggage and| 
smoking car was reduced to kindling | 
wood; but the vestibule car behind | 
escaped without breaking any win-| 
dows. The train was running fifty | 
miles an hour, and the force of the 
impact was such as to lift the seats) 
from the vestibule car and pile them) 
all up at the front of the coach. But| 
the frame remained intact. 

A prolific source of injury is the) 
insecure method of attaching seats to 
| the car floor. Screws are commonly 
j}used instead of bolts, and cast iron 
instead of steel: 

If the seats remain in place in a 
wreck, and if there is no telescoping, | 
the passengers rarely suffer more 
than bruises or at the worst broken | 
limbs. 

The objection has sometimes been 
raised to steel cars, that they do not 
jlend themselves to decoration and 
| look ugly. Railroad managers should 
jlearn, however, that the public is 
surfeited with ornate painting. and 
draperies and wood work.

-- FLAGS OF ADMIRALS. | 


| Rank Told by the Stars and Seniority | 
by the Colors. 


In old sea. stories one eet a a 


|}<omes upon the term advtiral cf the 


blue, red or white. In by: ne days the 
color of an admiral’s flaz proclaimed 
his rank. Now it denotes his seniority. 
Hence it comes about that eu :dmiral 
must carry three persgnal flags in his 
locker. ! 

There are three grades of admiral— 
vdmiral, vice admiral and rear admi- 
ral. At one time commodore made a 
kind of half admiral, but that grade 
has now been abolished. 

The rank of an admiral is made plain 
to all seafaring persons by the num- 
ber of stars on the flag hoisted at his 
foremast head. Thus four stars show 
an admiral, three a vice admiral and 
two a rear admiral. This is simple 
enough, but the harassing question } 
arose, What if two admirals, two. vice 
admirals or two rear admirals should 
happen to sail into port, each with a 
squadron? What, indeed, if three ad- 
mirals, and so fofth, should appear on 
the same scene? How could any one 
distinguish between them? Some in- |

| now the custom for admirals to mark |

|tion. If the senior should leave port 
first the sécond promptly hoists his 
blue flag and the junior the red. Then 
|if the second admiral steamed away | 
| the junior would hoist the blue flag for | 
| all the personal satisfaction there» was 
in it. 

But here a serious question comes | 
| up. Suppose in the meantime a fourth 
!rear admiral appeared on the scene. 
| Then, as a naval authority explains, 
the situation for the respective flag 
lisoutenants would become complicated. 
There would be two rear admirals of 
the white, one senior to the other, yet, 
so far as naval etiquette goes, indis- 
tinguishable in a flag sense even to an 
able seaman. 

Of course this is not very likely to 
happen except where the fleets of sev- 
eral nations gather. Then there would 
be a tremendous scramble to hunt up

It is understood that this step will 
be the first of a series of resignations 
and changes in the department ol 
agriculture, all growing out of the 
recommendaticns of the Moss investi- 


gation committee, made public last 
week. It was recalled that this re- 
pert, although .calm and judicial in 


tone, nevertheless struck at the very 
reot of the difficuities daily encount- 
ered by Dy. Wiley in the enforcement 
of the food and drugs act. The Mos 
committee, reterring to the fact that 
Wiley considered Dunlap to be his su- 
perior cflicer, said: 

“The vesting of two officials within 
the ne bureau with sd nearly in- 
depencent and powers 
cannct be ccnducive to harmonious re- 
lationship or unity of purpose and ac- 
tion. Congress created the office oi 
chief of bureau and vested it with the 
authority over the bureau which thu 
Tank usually implies. Any , office 
which is created within the bureau by 
executive order should be essentially 
inferior to that of the chief. 

“The creation of an associate with 
no administrative duties except to 
consider all correspondence, to over- 
look such investigations as the asso- 
ciate may see fit, and to undertake 
such travel in the United States as 
the asscciate offider may desire, with 
the privilege of reporting directly to 
the secretary rather than through the 
chief, his superior officer, presents, 
in the opinion of your committee, a 
remarkable exercise of executive dis- 
cretion. 

“It is the opinion of your commit- 
tee that discipline will not be re- 
stored, the highest efficiency secured, 
and economy in administration best 
promoted until this anomalous condi- 
tion is rectified by.clearly defining 
the duties of associate chemist.” 

Since the publication of this report, 
it is learned, high officials in the de- 
partment of agriculture have been 
pondering it well and thoroughly. The 
first tangible result of the committee's 
work will be the resignation or trans- 
fer to another branch of the service 
of Dunlap. 

The administration @oes not desire 
any more “Wiley controversy” if it 
can be avoided, and every effort will 
be made to do things as quiétly as 
possible. Nevertheless the essential 
end will be attained, and the public

them at home, or with the aid of a

women being immensely benefited

“At 
first thought provision for old age and | 
death seems an admirable thing. But} 
this pensiop fund of the steel corpora- | 
tion is not one to which these men | 
may Jook forward with hope, but an-|! 
other of these chains which rivet 


them to their employers. 

“This plan does not provide that a 
man entering the employ of the cor- 
poration acquires a right to a pension. 
If his conduct is such as may com- 
mend himself to the judgment and 
discretion of officers of the company 
he obtains a pension. But this means 
that as a man grows older, he 
himself bound not to do anything | 
which seem to the officers above him 
contrary to the ‘best interests’ of the | 
company.

of demolishing trades unions, you find | 
that your men are bribed to abjure |
